Proportional Representation 
—No. 2 


In last week’s article on the above 
subject some of the inequalities of 
our present system of electing repre- 
sentatives to public office were point- 
ed out, the growth of the P.R. meth- 
od of election noted, and one or two 
principles underlying that method 
outlined. In conclusion it was stated 
that an endeavor would be made to 
explain the method of voting and 
election in this weck’s article. 

First of all, let it be repeated and 
emphasized that it is the essence of 
representative government that ev- 
ery voter should be represented | in 
the representative assembly. If a 
considerable proportion of the elec- 
torate come to feel that they have 
no voice in the Government, the dis- 
tance is short to that dangerous state 
of mind which regards political pro- 
cesses as futile and hopeless. The 
world today, Canada included, re- 
quires to guard against this. 

The theory of Proportional Rep- 
resentation is that each considerable 


party or group of opinion should be 
represented in parliament, or fegisla- 
ture, or municipal council, in propor- 


tion to its voting strength—that ma- 
jorities may rule and minorities be 
heard. How does Proportional Rep- 
resentation put this theory into prac- 
tice? The method used is what is 
known as the transferable vote. 
When the ballot with the Tist of 


‘ candidates for an office, say a muni- 


cipal council, is presented, the *elec- 
tor, instead of marking("X” after his 
choice, or choices if more than one 
is to be elected, as at present, Votes 
as follows: i 

(a) By placing the figure 1 after 
his favorite candidate. The voter 
may also: 

(b) Place the figure 2 opposite his 
second choice; | ‘ 
- (c) Place the figure 3 after his 
third choice, and so on, numbering 
as many candidates as he pleases in 
the order of his pref¢fence, and may 
even so indicate his preference for a 
larger number of candidates than are 
actually to be elected, 

A candidate, to ensure election, 
need not poll a majority, but only a 
certain proportion of the votes cast, 
cailed a quota, This quota is the 
smallest number of votes required to 
ensure election. For pxample, in a 
constituency electing only one mem- 
ber, it is not necessary even now that 
a candidate should poll all the votes; 
if he obtains one more than half he 
secures a majority and is elected, be- 
cause no one else can-poll so many. 
Similarly, under P.R., it would be ne- 
in a One-meinber  constitu- 


cessary 
ency for the candidate elected to se- 
cure a clear majority, In a two- 
member constituency, a candidate 


who obtains one more than a third 
would be elected, for only two can- 
didates can each poll more than a 
If three members are to be 
elected, it would take one more vote 
than a fourth of the votes cast to en- 
6ure election, 

This quota necessary to election is, 
therefore, found by dividing the total 
number of votes cast by one more 
than the number of representatives to 
be elected and adding one. For ex-

ample, assuming that there are three 
candidates to be elected, and the to- 
tal vote cast was 620. The latter fig- 
ure divided by four (that is, one more 
than the number to be elected) gives 
155, and this, plus one, gives’ 156, 
which wuld be the quota, and ag fot 
more than three candidates could se- 
cure that number, regardless of how 
many might be in: the field, those 
three would be elected. A ‘ 

The next question is: How are the 
votes counted and..transferred? : 

(a) The first. preference votes ob4 
tained by each candidate are noted— 
that is, the candidates opposite whose 
names the figure 1 has been marked 
by the Voters, 


(b) The qtota is ascertained in the 


‘manner outlined above. 


(c) Candidates, if any, who have 
received the quota, or more than the 


quota, are declared elected. 


(d) Surplus votes of those candi- 


dates who have received more than 
their quota are transferred, in ‘strict 


proportions, to the uriclected candi- 


dates indicated as the next preferen- 
ces by the voters *(that is, candidates 
having the figure 2 opposte their 
names), 

(c) Any further candidates who, as 
the result of such transfer of second 
preferences, have received the neces- 
sary quota are declared elected. 

(f) The candidates lowest on the 
poll are then eliminated one after an- 
other, and the votes they receive are 
transferred in accordance with the 
next choice of the electors indicated 
thereon. This process is continued 
until the required number of candi- 
dates have obtained 2. quota, or the 
number of candidates not eliminated 
is reduced to the number of seats 


vacant, 
It will be seen, therefore, that 
whereas under our present system 


the voter who marks a ballot. for a 
canddate who is at the foot of the 
poll completely loses his representa- 
tion in the public body for which the 
election is held, under Proportional 
Representation he, having failtd ~ to 
secure the election of his first choice, 
has his ballot transferred to his sec- 
ond choice; if his second choice fails 
of election, his vote, is transferred to
